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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Specifically claim 23 recites "PKI 2-way authentication" and claim 24 recites "heart 
beat monitoring" neither are properly disclosed in the specification.. 

Examiner respectfully requests that Applicant point out which sections in the 
specification supports these limitations. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 19-20 and 23-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sullivan. 
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Sullivan teaches a method and system for facilitating tax transactions. Sullivan further 
teaches that transaction tax compliance burdens can be eased through application of a transaction 
tax compliance system that allows sellers or purchasers to calculate, record, and report the tax 
liabilities for transactions. Sellers and purchasers, through their billing or purchasing systems, 
cash registers, and/or websites, may transmit transaction data to one or more centralized 
processors through telecommunications technology (a plurality of servers for providing web- 
based tax service) or via their own computer networks. The transaction tax compliance system 
thereafter calculates the appropriate tax liability for the transaction by determining at least one of 
the following: 1) whether a taxable event has occurred, 2) where the taxable event occurred, 3) 
whether the transaction is subject to standard or special transaction tax laws or rules, and 4) who 
is responsible for reporting and remitting the tax liability. The tax liability is then transmitted 
back to the input source of the transaction for application to a sales order, purchase order, 
invoice, ecommerce checkout screen, or other transaction documentation. The transaction tax 
compliance system also records the tax liability (accumulate tax information) for use in 
completing a tax return, defending an audit, or tax planning (page 1, paragraph 005). 

Sullivan also teaches the user of the transaction tax compliance system must input a user 
name and password (page 2, paragraph 0040). Examiner notes that this represents a means for 
providing security for information on the servers and information transmitted between the 
servers and the merchant subscribers. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sullivan in view of Official Notice. 

Sullivan as described in detail above does not specifically teach the use of a firewall. 
Examiner takes Official Notice that firewalls are old and well known in the art for protecting 
sensitive information on the Internet. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinarily skill in the art at the time of the invention 
to modify the system of Sullivan to include a firewall in order to protect the sensitive information 
stored by the system (e.g. tax information, billing information, personal information, etc.) 

Sullivan as described in detail above does note specifically teach a method of balancing 
and scaling the servers. Examiner takes Official Notice that it is old and well known in the art 
for web-sites with multiple servers to include scalability and load balancing in order to maintain 
optimal transfers speeds and optimal bandwidth. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinarily skill in the art at the time of the invention 
modify the network system of Sullivan to include load balancing and scalability in order to 
maintain optimal transfers speeds and optimal bandwidth.
